AMNESTY. 

Since the rebellion last spring the govern- 
inent policy has taken a good many sharp 
curves, but the sharpest yet is the uncon- 
ditional pardon of Dumont, Dumas and all 
others connected with the outbreak except 
such as actually committed iiurder in cold 
bood. Big Bear and three of his compan- 
ions have not yet been released, but as they 
are held for treason-felony and as the am- 
nesty is practically a remission of all charges 
of treason of whatever kind, they cannot be 
held much 'onger. That this declaration that 
treason, though accompanied by bloodshed, 
shall not be punished has emanated froma 
government which less than a year ago, on 
plea of treasonable sympathies, attempted 
to pass a general disarming act for the whole 
North-West and still holds such a threat 
over loyal and disloyal, whose organs were 
howling for the destruction of every man who 
had dared to exercise the right of free speech, 
and who in the face of the strongest protests 
actually hanged one man for the erime of 
treason-felony, is a matter of some surprise 
and requires an explanation if not justifica- 
tion. Inthe case of the rebellion of last 
spring, provoked—but not justified—by mal- 
administration, it would of course have been 
unrcasonable to have treated every one con- 
nected with it asa murderer because lives 
had been sacrificed, It would not be reason- 
able even to punish all connected with it,but 
it is reasonable that whatever punishment is 
inflicted should be for a proper purpose and be 
meted out insuch a manner that the purpose 
is made clear and is likely to be attained. To 
this end it is more necessary that a due pro- 
portion should be preserved in the punish- 
ments inflicted than that any of them should 
be severe. It isto be expected that severity 
of punishment shall be in proportion to the 
magnitude of the crimes, and the lack of 
justification for their committal, Osherwise 
what should be justice becomes revenge—or 
a meaner Ccrime— or woral cowardice as the 
cage may be, 

There is no argument that "will justify the 
release of Poundmaker and Big Bear and the 
free pardon of Dumont aud at the same time 
justify the hanging of Riel. No one pretends 
that Riel personally committed murder, that 
murder was authorized or countenanced by 
him, or that it was committed by any of 
those under his control. It is notorious that 
he never even fired a shot in the rebellion, 
and that concession, not bloodshed, was his 
aim and desire. This cannot be said of Big 
Bear, Poundmaker or Dumont, with whom— 
whatever their virtues--rapine and bloodshed 
was the leading instinct. If Riel was the 
leader of the rebellion these were its first 
lieutenants,as they were its instigators equally 
with him; and while he as leader probably 
deserved the severer punishment, if he 
should fill a felon’s grave they should scarcely 
be entitled to all the privileges of loyal citi- 
zenship, Or if they are so entitled the hang- 
ing of Riel was a judicial murder and his life 
® sacrifice to political exigency, His execu- 
tion compared with the late amnesty proves 
that in Canada it is more dangerous to chal- 
lenge misgovernment than to take human 
life. If the execution of Riel was justifiable 
it was on account of the useless loss of life 

which his rebellion oceasioned ; but if those 
who with their own hands and of their own 
motion occasioned that loss of life are de- 
clared guiltless, Riel must take the place that 
place that it is least of all in the public inter- 
est that any person punished under form of 
law should take that of a martyr, a man

gO free. Had the rebels been dealt with 
throughout in a spirit of even handed justice, |

at least equally guilty to freedom and citi. | 
zenship as a band of heroes.

Wuen T. W. Jackson of Qu’Appelle at the 
last session of the the North-West Council 
declared war upon hizzoner the licutenant- 
governor it Was commonly supposed that he 
had thereby incurred the iruplacable wrath 
of the government upon whom the blame of 
Mr. Dewdney’s shortcomings necessarily fell. 
It was thought by some that if Mr. Jackson 
escaped being politically hanged, drawn and 
quartered or reduced to the din.cnsions ofa 
grcase spot he would be lucky. For were 
not his charges indignantly denied from all 
quarters, did not hizzoner court the fullest 
investigation, and would there not justly re- 
coil upon the head of the man who had thus 
publicly and grossly maligned a competent 
and reputable public officer and a judicious 
administration the injury he had tried to do 
them? This no deubt would have been po- 
etic justice. But it did not work that way. 
Instead of having his baseless accusations 
hurled at his head, of being compelled to eat 
hia words, or being sat upon and completely 
squelched, he holds dircet from this same ad- 
ministration the charter of a railroad 240 miles 
long, accompanied by a free land grant of 
6.400 acres a mile. There are several morals 
to this tale, but as they are not of a right 
tendency they are suppressed,

the loyal force on that occasion has lost his 
position and left the country. Gabriel Du- 
mont who led the rebels, after a short exile, 
is pardoned, his property restored and wel- 
comed as ahero. The settlers around Ed- 
monton whe for having chosen to stand by 
the government were plundered by the rebels 
last spring have practically been refused a 
hearing in reference to their losses. The 
people of South Branch, who were the head 
and front of the rebellion, have had their 
Claims for losses listened to attentively and 
no doubt will have them paid. The conclu- 
sion is irresistible that Crozier and the Ed- 
monton people were on the wrong side dur- 
ing the rebellion.

Travelling for 
favid Maxwell, manufacturer of agricultural 
machinery, his business took him to and fh town 
through all the principal settlements along 7 
the old Saskatchewan trail. On the Pheas- 
ant Plain along the old trail is a very good 
Canadian settlement called Pheasant Forks. 
At the time of Mr. Young’s visit early in June 
the crops were looking well. On the _ trail 
between Qu’Appelle and Touchwood hills are 
a few settlers, and alsoin the hills, but none 
of these are immigrants. At the southeastern 
edge of the Salt Plain a solitary Canadian 
settler has taken upa farm. There are no 
settlers between that pointand Batoche. The 
half-breeds along the South Branch are very 
badly off as a result of the rebellion and the 
country presents a miserable appearance. A 
nuniber of the houses have been burned, 
many of the fields are not cultivated and 
where an attempt has been made to farm the 
dryness of the season prevented the crop 
from doing well. The only hope of the peo- 
ple is the payment of their losses by govern- 
ment, Which they expect as the result of the 
visit of the claimscommission. In the mean- 
time they are sitting still awaiting develop- 
ments. They feel sullen and badly disposed 
tuwards the government. They admit being 
beaten last spring, but are not indisposed to 
try again. They are made to fcel their po- 
sition keenly by the Prince Allert people. 
In the Mackintosh settlement between Fish 
Creek and Saskatoon on the South Branch, 
the crops looked well in the early part of the 
season, but fell off later owing to the drouth. 
At Fish creek the traces of the battle fought 
there remained. A bend of the creek was 
fullof skeletons of the rebels’ horses, the 
half buried skeleton of one of the Sioux 
killed was also to be seen, the coyotes having 
partly uncovered it. On the upland towards 
the Saskatchewan a heap of stones marks 
and protects from intrusion the graves of the 
volunteers whose remains Were not removed 
east. The treesin the coulee are literally 
mowed down bv cannon and rifle shot. Even 
the cartridye shells are lying on the field in- 
dicating the positions of the men who fired 
them. One line of shells which Mr. Young 
noticed showed where two skirmishers had 
advanced over bare ground, alternately fire- 
ing and advancing under cover of the smoke, 
tothe edge of the coulee, where, from the 
pile of cartridge shells remaining, they had 
evidently maintained their ground. The 
Turond tamily occupy their house, but are in 
verymuch reduced circumstances. Prince 
Albert was very dull. There were a good 
many empty houses, especially at the west 
end of town, and very little cash in circula- 
iq tion except what is spent by the government. 
I The people were considerably exercised over 
the proposed erection of the mounted police 
barracks at Batoche, as recommended by the 
commissioner; Batoche being looked upon as 
arival town, The settlers around Prince 
Albert were in better shape than those of the 
South Branch, but were also in straightened 
circumstances, and waiting for the payment 
of their claims. Most of the fields were sown 
but owing to the continued dry weather the 
crop promised poorly, The seed was supplied 
by government on condition that two or three 
bushels sliould be returned in the fall for 
each one advanced in the spring. Many of 
the people did not expect to harvest enough 
to satisfy the claims of the government. W. 
Miller, one of the earliest settlers at Prince 
] Albert, whose farm is close to town, has, as

The dry season has caused the grass te 
wither very early and prairie fires are already 
feening. e long period that must elapse 
before the snow will stop these fires renders 
it probable that the area of winter pasturage 
will be more than ordinarily reduced by them 
while what remains will not be as nutritious 
as usual. Incase of a long, severe winter 
this means heavy loss of stock unless hay is 
put up, and hay has suffered equally with 

ture. Ifthe stock men wish to insure 

e safety of their cattle it would be well for 
them tosend haying outfits north tothe edge 
of the timber about the Lone Pine,| the Knce 
hill and Tail creek, where unlimited quanti- 
ties of hay can be procured, and make pre- 

rations for wintering their cattle there. AS 

he season progresses the cattle could be 
gradually herded northward. If the winter 
was fine they could range on the open prai- 
rie north of the Bow,.and if severe the dis- 
tance for them to travel to the hay would 
not be great and they could all be saved. 
This proceeding may seem expensive, but if 
inatters are as bad as represented by the 
southern papers it is the best that can be 
taken. From MacLeod to where there ie 
plenty of hay is less than 200 miles. Some 
years ago it may be remembered that cattle 
were driven that distance from Edmonton to 
Morley to get the benefit of a winter range
